Summary of reasons for decision: 

The moving image file explicitly depicts sexual activity and is an extreme example of degrading, 
dehumanising and demeaning sexual conduct. The brief clip shows a man subjecting a woman 
participant to rough and degrading treatment that includes the repeated dunking of her head in a 
toilet. The woman is reduced to an object for her male partner's sexual use and abuse and is 
further demeaned by appearing happy to be subjected to such behaviour. The brief scene has 
been contrived to offer male viewers sexual gratification from watching a spectacle that degrades. 





dehumanises and demeans the woman participant and women more generally. 


The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
on the application of the classification criteria in the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993. Given the nature of the material, the decision to classify the computer 
moving image file as objectionable is reasonable and demonstrably justified.
